whether Spiritual or Temporal, the right Stile by 
which they were denominated and diftinguifhed was 
not ufed ; in all thefé and many other Cafes, the 
Letters Patents were liable to be difputed and fet afide. 
This rendered all Pofleflions very precarious, and 
there were very few Gentlemen in the King- 
dom, but had been fome Time or other queftioned 
for their Title, or difturbed in the Enjoyment of 
their Eftates. The Inconveniencies hereof were 
very vifible, in the Djfcouragement of Husbandry 
(few Perfons caring to improve Lands which they 
cannot call their own) and in the general Diffatif- 
faction of the People, the Lord Deputy refolved to 
redrefs this Grievance, to make the Gentlemen eafy 
by an abfolute Securiry of their Eftates, and at the 
fame Time to advance his Majefty’s Revenue by the 
Compofitions which he fhould make with them. For 
this End he got a Commiflion of Grace direéted to 
himfelf and others, for the Remedy of defeétive 
Titles, authorizing them to make what Compofitions 
they faw fit for Fines and Rents, to be referved to his 
Majefty, and to pafs Letters Pattents of Lands to 
fuch as compounded for them. And to prevent any 
Difpute arifing, or any Moleftation being given for 
the future, he propofed to have thefe Ratevvailons 
and Grants to be confirmed by Aét of Parliament,. fo 
as to bind the Crown and all other Partics for ever.
